Philadelphia, Sept. IO (AP).—S. 
Davis Wilson, entering the second 
half of his term as mayor of the 
Nation's third largest city—a term 
marked by stormy municipal and 
political fights—was confronted to­ 
day with a grand jury indictment 
charging him on 49 counts with 
'‘misbehavior in office.” 
The 
57-year-old 
cigar-smoking 
mayor, who rose from an obscure job 
in the city controller's office, and 
four top-ranking police officers were 
indicted FYiday on evidence sup­ 
plied by a special grand jurv which 
has 
been investigatine 
vice and 
gambling in Philadelphia for near­ 
ly a year. 
Wilson was named in 21 true 
bills accusing him of "wilfully and 
negligently 
failing 
to 
surpress 
gambling houses and bookmaking 
establishments" and with "dissuad­ 
ing. and preventing witnesses from 
appearing” before a legislative com­ 
mittee which recently completed a 
study of criminal 
procedure 
in 
Pennsylvania. 
The police officers were charged 
with failing to suppress gambling. 
Also indicted were 142 unidenti­ 
fied persons, all charged with gamb­ 
ling. This brought to 389 the num­ 
ber of persons indicted on evidence 
gathered by the special investigat­ 
ors. 
Mayor Wilson and the police of­ 
ficers, police Insi>ector James E. 
Clegg and Police Captains Robert 
Callahan, Jr., Ernest Holmes and 
George J. Krotibar, were permitted 
to sign their own bonds. 
Wilson’s 
bail was fixed at $10,000, that of Hie 
others at $5,000 each.
